The fly ash area is operated so as to provide cover on the horizontal surface

daily. The working slope of the area will not require daily cover if the

fly ash does not become airborne. The fly ash should be graded and compacted

daily, when disposed. Top cover for the fly ash may be other demolition

material.

The grease holding pond is not part of this permit.

Ground-water monitoring wells are installed as shown in red on pages I and 2 of

the plans per the enclosed specification.

Water quality monitoring will be the responsibility of Camp Lejeune Marine

Corps Base. Parameters and sampling procedures will be outlined and forwarded

Results of water quality tests shall be forwarded to this office annually.

Re: Groundwater monitoring at Camp Lejeune Landfill Permit #67-03

Dear Sir:

As noted on the approved operational plan of July 20, 19,2, four groundwater
monitoring wells were to be installed around the site. Condition number 9 of
the permit stated that Camp Lejeune would be responsible for sampling and analyses
of the wells. I will outline the parameters to be analyzed and sampling

--procedures below:

The following parameters are to be sampled and analyzed at least annually-

Arsenic Lead Nitrate Coior
Barium Mercury Fluoride Iron
Cadmium Selenium Chloride Manganese
Chromium Silver Copper Sul fate

pH
Total Dissolved Solids
Zinc
Conductivity

Total Organic Carbon
Total Organic Halogen
Water Elevation

Prior to collecting the samples, water elevations should be measured an
recorded. The well should then be purged at least 2-3 volumes of the well
casing. This is to assure fresh groundwater is being collected. Samples
may then be drawn using a PVC bailer and collected in clean plastic
containers. Water collected for the total organic halogen analysis should
be collected in glass containers which have been properly cleaned.

Between wells the bailer should be thoroughly rinsed in tap water. An
even better method of preventing cross-contamination is tn use a separate
bailer for each well which can then be cleaned back in the lab. This
option is at your discretion.

Samples should be iced and transported to the lab for analysis. A chain
of custody is not required, unless you feel it is needed for your records.

Samples should be collected and analyzed during the month of April each year
and a copy of the results submitted to me as they become available.

As you may he aware, future sampling intervals =r o be on an

znnual bass and subsequent analysis should include the follo;Ing total

parameters: arsenic, 5arlum, cadmium, chromium, lead, m=rcury, selenium,

ilver, chloride, copper, florida, iron, zinc, manganese, and nitrate.

Additionally, .the follo%rlng environmental indicators are to be tested for as

ell: total organic halogens (TOX),total dissolved solids (TDS), otal

organlc .content (TOC), Ph and conductivity. Copies of these results should be

fowardad within 15 days of receipt (from your office) to he Solid Waste

Hydrogeologlst at the Solid and Hazardous Waste ManaEemeu Branch P.O. Box

2091 Kalelgh, Nor=h Carolina 27602-2091.

A recent inspection at the above referenced facility indicates the
following problems associated with the operation and subsequent maintenance of
the existing gr6und-water monitoring wells.

I. Damaged PVC cap.
2. Rusted outer casing.

!ecause these problem significantly influence an affect the integrity
and validity of the analytical results, it is of the utmost importance that
tbse deficiencies be corrected as soon as possible. Your prompt attention to
this matter is greatly appreciated.
